LOSS IN THE EAST 


Bank clearings for the month of July 
make quite a satisfactory comparison 
with the corresponding period in the 
two preceding years, and at numerous 
important centers larger exchanges indi- 
cate a broadening activity in general 
trade. 

Total bank exchanges for the month 
at all leading cities in the United States 
(according to the statement compiled 
by R. G. Dun & Co.),which includes 
returns from 12 leading centers, aggre- 
gate $12,945,227,071, a decrease of 2.1 
per cent compared with July last year 
and of 3.5 per cent as compared with 
July, 1909. The losses are almost en- 


Pittsburg, but at these cities it is small, 
Numerous outside cities report gains, 
but the improvement is more noticegble 
in the southern and central states. 

At New York city the returns ane 
more satisfactory than in the preceding 
months this year, notwithstanding the 
fact that operations on the stock market 
were less this year by several million 
shares than in the corresponding month 
in the two preceding years, 

A number of New England cities 
make favorable comparisons, among them 
Hartford and Worcester. Decreases are 
still reported by several cities in the 
middie Atlantic states, among them 
Pittsburg, where bank exchanges have 
been reduced by unsettled conditions in 
the iron market, but these losses are 
more than .offset by increases at Phila- 
delphia, Erie, Albany and other cities. 

In the South Atlantic states gratify- 
ing gains are noted at the majority of 
the leading cities over both years, not- 
ably at Baltimore, Richmond, Norfolk, 
Atlantic, Macon and Jacksonville, and 
while one or two points report some 
loss in no case is at all pronounced. 
Total exchanges reported by the cities 
in the central states make a much bet- 
ter showing than _ recent preceding 
months, gains now appearing at some 
points which for some time have re- 
ported loss, the most notable being Chi- 
cago.

SUEZ CANAL DUES | 
WILL BE LOWERED 


(Special to the Monitor) | 
LONDON—It was pointed out in these 
columns some months ago that the ques- | 
tion of the Suez canal dues was likely to 
be brought forward at the imperial con- 
ference. The correctness of this fore- | 
cast was proved by the fact that a 
motion was introduced by Mr, Fisher, 
prime minister of the commonwealth of 
Australia, and unanimously agreed to, 
that the heavy dues levied on shipping 
using the Suez canal tended to retard 
trade within the empire and other coun- 
tries, and inviting the home government 
to continue to use their influence for 
the purpose of obtaining a substantial 
reduction in those charges. 

In the discussion which followed Mr. 
McKinnon Wood said that certain reduc- 
tions had been made, and another re- 
duction of 50 centimes (10 cents) was 
promised as from January, 1912. The 
British government, as shareholders in 
the canal, possessed only one tenth of 
the representation but they -vould con- 
tinue to do what they could to secure 
the reduction of the charges.

From the newspaper with its 
“human interest” up to Shakespeare the 
thing which thumbs a volume and re- 
prints it and enmeshes the people and 
phrases of a book into the daily speech 
of all the world is this element of a 
good story.

EDITORIAL

IN A recent editorial in the London Times 
a writer treats the subject of grumbling with 
a good deal of fairness,’and throws not a 
little light upon it. His point is that the 
Englishman that, grumbles does so not so 
much. for the pirpose of saying something 
that perhaps somebody else may not wish 
to hear as for the purpose of registering a 
protest against an infraction of a constitu- 
tional right. The whole editorial, while 
written in a mood of good-natured pleasantry, contains much that 
is Of serious’ use for them that dwell in countries in which the 
practise of somstitutiona! objection on the part of the individual 
has not been mastered. The writer says: “Qur natural weakness 
for grumbling is clearly connected with a national’ sense of justice. 
We grumble because there is an understanding among us that every 
one has a right to be heard, and also that one grumbler may tolerate 
another.””’ While this utterance may no doubt be colored by .a 
pardonable pride in the English sense of justice, a quality, that is 
claimed by all nations and must be, it, nevertheless, contairls a pro- 
found political truth of the greatest importance, namely, that the 
citizen of a free, popular fovernment has the right to point out 
informally that he is not recejving the justice guaranteed to him 
by the written instrument or the unwritten bedy of traditions under 
which that government is operated. The conception‘ of existence 
in a democracy as one long rendering of “the curate’s egg’ 1s one 
that arose in the thoughts of men that are essentially jealous of 
the individual’s freedom. 

The rights which are guaranteed as we have intimated are 
of various kinds, and many of them may be comprehended under 
ihe right to object to not receiving a right. The “peine forte et 
dure,” proscription, confiscation are possibilities to be sure, but 
they are unusual and melodramatic. What is neither unusual 
nor melodramatic is the trespass upon one’s pursuit of liberty and 
happiness by the cumulative opposition of a community to the 
doing of justice in small things. The reader in America knows 
perfectly well that a kicker in the United States is likely to have 
a good deal of his own society. He must stagger under the burden 
of views that are not popular until a political convulsion establishes 
them forever. In the which case he is very likely to have a number 
of uninteresting children christened after him. * Splendid as this 
reward,/must doubtless be, the kicker will miss even its satisfaction 
unless he shall have been well known to the people. But it seems 
a pity that a good cause should lean on a billboard. The kicker 
that is not well known, whose kick is not heavy enough or noisy 
enough to strike more than a smothered little suburban spark, his 
is indeed a labor of love. How often must he light his lonely fire 
on Point Conscience before the bark of justice shall push through 
the sargasso of ignorance and wrong to rescue him? How often 
must he drink the bitter, salt cup of ridicule and disappointment? 

The kicker may easily become a nuisance, very muclw so to 
them that have superior means of judging the accuracy of his com- 
plaints. There is nothing so irritdting as having an unpopular man 
state an irrefragable fact. But the work goes on; here a change 
and there a change; here an old fraud deliquesces and there an 
entrenched imposition is blown away; and as quietly as a sunrise 
the irrefragable fact becomes popular and with it the kicker. The 
kicker should be encouraged; he 1s the most conservative man in 
human society because he is the enemy ef stagnation, and stagna- 
tion means decay; the rights that he seeks to establish are for 
every one, and if he shows us our neglect of duty he does a service.

ally believed abroad to be essential to the 
proper conduct of foreign affairs, that the 
system pursued here has not, at least as yet, 
won the wunqualifed respect of foreign 
nations. Thus, the American system of 
international correspondence and bargaining is called at one time 
“shirt-sleeve’’ and at another “dollar” diplomacy,-and in each case 
with the view, apparently, of making it appear that in its relationship 
with foreign nations the United States is aiming at the attainment 
of ends more or less selfish and sordid and, therefore, beneath 
the consideration of its neighbors. 

Yet the highest recommendation  shirt-sleeve or dollar 
diplomacy could wish for comes to it through its gradual adoption 
hy these neighbors. It is an indisputable fact that American meth- 
ods of dealing with international affairs have led to the abandon- 
ment by foreign chancelleries of many of their time-worn processes. 

Oscar S. Straus, an American diplomat of distinction, defends 
with ability the American method of procedure in the current num- 
ber of the North American Review. He treats the matter with 
admirable and cenvincing candor. From the earliest days of the 
country’s history its efforts have been. mainly directed to the upbuild- 
ing and extension of its commerce. It has, it is true, acquired 
territory almost as rapidly as Great Britain and Russia, but, for 
the most part, this acquisition has been brought about through 
transactions it! themselvés Commercial. This may be said without 
losing sight of the territorial expansion resulting from war. But, 
in the main, the United States in its relations with foreign coun- 
tries has been interested in what may be most simply and clearly 
described as matters of business, and, whether it may claim credit 


- or be awarded discredit for this course, it must at least be admitted 


that it has been frank enough always to say what it wanted. 

We have recently had presented two striking illustrations of 
the American policy of direction. The time had come when it 
was believed in Washington that closer commercial relations could 
be established with Canada. The President advocated reciprocity 
in his publie’utterances and official communications. An interna- 
tional ‘commission drafted the terms of the agreement, and the 
matter went to Congress for approval. From beginning to end 
there was no attempt to hide its purposes. Reciprocity would \be

helpful to the United States. It would also be helpful to Canada. 
It was a business pr position. It was and is directly in line with 
collar diplomacy, but it is none the worse for that. 

The other case rises above purely commercial considerations, 
but it is a still more impressive instance of what may be accom- 
plished by getting directly and quickly to the point. It was 
believed in Washington that the time had arrived. for unlimited 
international arbitration. ‘The secretary of state, Mr. Knox, in a 
circular addressed to the representatives of foreign powers, said 
so. There was no secrecy or mystery here, either. The world 
was taken into the confidence of thls government. No doubt the 
proposal, coming in such a “shirt-sleeve” fashion, stunned momentar- 
ily some of the foreign governments, but the fact remains that 
two of these governments have already acted upon the rough-and- 
ready proposal and that others are preparing to follow. 

It must not be imagined from all this or from anything else 
that may be said on the subject of shirt-sleeve or dollar diplom- 
acy that the state department at Washington and the American 
representatives abroad are unmindful of the nice requirements of 
diplomatic usage. It is not charged, nor could it be justly, that 
they are departing in any particular from the amenities or the 
moralities. They are simply disregarding vague and uncertain 
terms and- indefinite and confusing methods in their dealings with 
foreign countries and proceeding generally on the theory that with 
a nation as with an individual, when it has something to say, the 
wisest course is to say it clearly, as this method not only expedites 
matters but prevents misunderstanding.

Wednesday made some remarks of interest | Forest 
in relation to the respective value of govern- f 
mental and private forestry. The planting, Preservation 
care and general management of forests, 
called forestry, he said, is a national neces- 
sity. It is fundamentally a public problem. 
lorests as handled by private owners continually. decline in pro- 
ductiveness. It is a matter of history, he contended, that no coun- 
try has solved its forestry problems except through the direct or 
indirect action of the government. 

The published synopsis of Mr. Graves’ remarks leaves us uncer- 
tain as to whether he gave the reason for private failure of forestry 
in this country. In any event, we believe, it should be brought 
forward, that the public may not form a wrong impression of the 
causes contributing to this failure.. Individual effort is always more 
desirable than collective or governmental, whether in forestry or 
jn any other line of human activity. It is a false and a pernicious 
doctrine that the government is more efficient than the governed. 
Individuals not governments make nations great. Private forestry 
would have been as successful as national or state forestry in this 
country if all were on a common level. The government and state 
have practically unlimited resources, they do not suffer-deprivation 
while their crops of trees are growing, they do not have to pay 
taxes on unproductive lands. They have all the advantage over 
the private forest owner. 

Private. forestry fails for the principal reason that it does not 
pay. It does not pay because in most of the states, with all our 
talk about conservation, it is burdened rather than .encouraged. 
The man who plants for a corn or a wheat crop gets returns from 
his investment in a year; the man who plants for a.tree crop need 
not look for returns under thirty or forty years, must often, in fact, 
leave them to indefinite futurity, to posterity or to strangers. In the 
meantime he is taxed for his philanthropy. 

It is hardly to be wondered at, therefore, that the nation and 
the state are more successful in forestry than the private owner. 
No doubt it is well, since private forestry 1s not successful, that 
the nation and some of the states are engaging in. it extensively. 
But let it not be believed that the individual is less capable of 
raising trees than he is of raising grain$’ or vegetables. The idea 
that he is not is simply one of the illusions of those who imagine 
that the government can do all things befter.than the people whose 
instrument and convenience it is.

CONTEMPORARY government, monarchical or 
republican, whether of a major or minor 
unit, by Caucasian Britons or Mongolian 
lartars, Slavic Russians or Latin Argen- 
tines, resolves itself more and more into 
control of commerce, industry and corpora- 
tion finance. Statecraft is less subject than 
formerly to dynastic ambition, lust of war 
for war's sake by a mulitary caste or the 
doctrines of political philosophers viewing 
government abstractly. Kings and presidents summon merchants, 
bankers, inventors, Organizers of syndicates, promoters of trans- 
continental and transoceanic transportation lines and students of 
trade and banking statistics to sit near them and formally and 
informally advise. Universities, once the safe retreats of pecants 
and delvers in ancient law, now carry on schools of commerce and 
advise legislatures as to the form social legislation shall take. 

This being so, all business at once assumes new civic importance, 
and every agency that business betters the state. Here 1s 
where advertising has its c« with “uplift” movements. 
increased power im g carries with it increased moral 
responsibility. f nations or cities is to be shaped

by men who know economics, then the 
greater the importance of a code of business ethics that will coincide 
with enduring ideals of civic health. 

A nation Bent on fair play in reciprocal trade can only make 
good its formal pledge of the same if its citizens do justly as 
traders. A nation intent on purifying its foods and fighting adul- 
teration cannot succeed if its manufacturers and merchants oppose. 
A city cannot protect children and women from overwork and from 
fire if its factory owners and retail merchants remedial 
legislation. 

In eliminating such contradictions of 
these the advertising medium can aid. 
advertisers and advertisements it can 
vincingly as it does in its editorials. 
it ceases to have influence. 

Civic aspects of advertising are direct and indirect, individual 
and collective. Where communities, large or small, set out delib- 
crately to make public their advantages as places of residence, trade, 
industry, education or recreation, the very fact that they must define 
their claim to attention and patronage of itself forces reform, so 
that the claim may be made more attractive. Moreover, once the 
desired publicity is won, the effort to make good the pledge rouses 
dormant community patriotism. Communities, like individuals, 
Hourish best legitimately self-respecting and self-assertive; 
and the self-assertion is registered most effectively by honest ‘“‘ads” 
tollowed by honest policies and politics. a

Witn Ecuador, Colombia, Brazil, Bolivia 
and Chile as neighbors, the republic of Peru, 
it appears, has for some years been trying 
to settle various boundary disputes. Where 
Ecuador is concerned success has apparently 
not crowned the other nation’s efforts. 
Peru, through its President, affirms that it 
is both willing and anxious to carry the 
issue to the Hague tribunal, but, since it finds 
Ecuador reluctant to submit to arbitration, 
it would seem that the burden of responsibility falls largely upon 
the shoulders of the latter country. There may, of course, be 
specific and good reasons why Ecuadorans prefer making settlement 
out of court, and the mediators are by no means without hope 
that continued efforts on their part may lead to ultimate recon- 
ciliation. 

Although the Peru-Ecuador question remains in abeyance, it 
is at least gratifying to know that, where a similar difference has 
arisen between Peru and Bolivia, a joint committee is now at work 
eliminating points in dispute, and with every promise of restoring 
satisfactory relations between these neighbors. 

In the case of Chile, progress toward a settlement with Peru 
has been less satisfactory. President Leguia, in his message to 
the Peruvian Congress, confesses that he is puzzled. Pointing to 
the severing of diplomatic relations as the work of Chile, he affirms 
that Peru will strive hard to arrive at an agreement, but that at 
the same time the country will not be fouhd napping. The increase 
in Peruvian armament can mean nothing dess than that the natron 
is preparing for eventualities. 

On numerous occasions the Hague court has demonstrated its 
usefulness, particularly so in the matter of boundary disputes. It 
cnly remains for Chile to be convinced that it will get its full rights 
at The Hague and nothing more. . Peru affirms it is willing. to 
abide by whatever decree is. handed down. If the Hague court 
or any other arbitral body should be asked to render judgment 
there seems to be no reason why the Chile-Peru frontier problem 
cannot be settled satisfactorily to both nations concerned. *There 
is some ground for believing.that Peruvian diplomacy is of a kind 
that will tend to establish unbroken friendship among all Latin- 
American countries. en 
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
